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Continuation of 7. The amendments to the claims do not change the scope of the invention. The amendment was made to overcome 3 
USC 112 issues cited in the Final Rejection. If an appeal is filed, the claims will be rejected as they were in the Final Rejection. 

Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
The applicant asserts that the reference of Kumagi does not show all of the elements of the claims because figures 5A-5C and 7A-7C 
were combined to make the 35 USC 102 Rejection. Although figures 7A-7C were added to complete the rejection, the examiner believes 
that the complete invention is disclosed. The recitation of figures 5A-5C with 7A-7C were not intended to be understond as combining 
figures. Figures 5A-5C were originally cited because those figures showed the complete labeling of the device including the first 
conductivity type and the second conductivity type transistors (particularly in Figs. 5B and 5C). Figure 7 was cited because it showed 
additional features of the second isolating region also contacting the insulating layer (14). Figure 7 was understood to have identical 
components except for the configuration of the second isolating region contacting the insulating layer. However, the recitation of Figs. 
5A-5C is not necessary because figures 7A-7C show all of the elements of figures 5A-5C and the nessecary elements of the claims. Even 
if the two sets of figures were combined in the manner suggested by the applicant (as a 35 USC 1 03 Rejection), the combination would 
be considered a very strong 103 Rejection that also disclosed all of the limitations of the claims. Therefore, the rejection will stand on its 
own with the citing of figures 7A-7C and shall remain final. 
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
